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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of species 6 of Figures 6a-6h with claims 1 , 4-24, 27 and 28 
readable thereon in the reply filed on 12/15/2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled In the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 4-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The disclosure does not provide the ordinary skill artisan with a reasonable 
expectation of success in creating or carrying out the claimed subject matter, since it 
does not provide any guidance as to how such by forming a glassy layer (layer 4 as 
shown by Figure 6d) on the stressed layer 2 on a donor substrate 1 ; and heat treating 
the structure that includes the glassy layer 4, the stressed layer 2 and a surface layer 
1 B at a temperature of at least a viscosity temperature of the glassy layer 4 would relax 
the stressed layer. Without this disclosure, one of ordinary skill cannot practice the 
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invention without undue experimentation because of the number of operational 
parameters in the process. It appears that the second viscosity temperature to 
transform at least a portion of the surface layer 1 B into a second glassy layer 8 (recited 
in dependent claim 4 and shown by Figure 1g and Figure 6f) is the step that relaxes the 
stressed layer 2 not the step of heat treating the structure at a temperature of at least a 
viscosity temperature of the glassy layer 4 (recited in claim 1 and shown by Figure 1d 
and Figure 6d). Also, see page 18, line 27-29; page 19, lines 25-28. Applicant is 
requested to point out exactly wherein the specification that provides support for the 
limitation recited in claim 1 as discussed above that suggests heat treating the structure 
before forming the second glass layer 8 (or without the presence of the second glass 
layer) would relax the stressed layer 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 27 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art references do not teach or render obvious a method of forming a 
structure that includes a relaxed or pseudo-relaxed layer on a substrate comprising all 
the steps as recited in claim 27.
